Our  Class  officers  were  Max  Sneary,  president;  Con- 
nie DePew,  vice-president;  Ray  Bell,  secretary;  and 
Joan  Marti,  treasurer.  We  chose  our  motto  which 
was  "We  build  the  ladder  by  which  we  climb."
